Peoria, Ill., October 12.—Ex-Presi- 


dent Roosevelt came up from the south 
into Illinois today, denounced corrupt 
legislators and commended work which 
the Catholic church is doing. 

Leaving St. Louis early, he traveled 
across the southern end of Illinois, 
speaking ‘at several places on the 
way. In Peoria he was the guest of 
the Knights of Columbus, to whom he 
made a speech at a dinner tonight. 

It was Colonel Roosevelt's first pub- 
lic utterance to Roman sme les 


since the Vatican incident last spring. . 


He said he favored the broadest meas- 
ure of religious toleration. 

In a brief speech to the crowd at the 
railroad station at Springfield, Colonel 
Roosevelt made what was construed 
_as a reference to the allegations of 
corruption in the Illinois legislature. 


Hardly bad he begun to speak when a 
man in the crowd called out: 
*"“Give it to the jackpotters, 


“nel.” 

The others in the crowd to whom the 
expression had become a famillar one 
“since the confession of members of 
the Illinois legislature that they had 
shared in a corruption fund which 
was called “jackpot,” appltuded. 

The Colonel Scores “Jackpots.” 

Colonel Roosevelt took it up and at- 
tacked the men involved in the legis- 
jative scandal as vigorously as he did 
in his speech last month at the Haim- 
ilton club banquet in Chicago, from 
which Senator Lorimer was excluded 
after the colonel had refused to .at-

HOLY ROLLERS 
ARE ARRESTED 


On Charge of Creating 
Public Nuisance. 


—_— 


Residents of Western Heights 
Make Complaint—Rev. H. E. 
Spencer and T. K. Key Are 
Served With Copies of 
Charges by the Police. 


Dancing and chanting about’ the 
hypnotized and prostrate form of Er- 
mie Chapel, a 15-year-olq boy, whom 
they were trying to “convert,” the Rev. 
H. E. Spencer and twelve.other Holy 
Rollers raised such a rumpus in West- 
ern Heights last night that the entire 
neighborhood was aroused, and the 
police were called out to put a stop 
to the proceedings. 

The gathering of Holy Rollers was 
in the home of F. %- Key, 14 English 
avenue. Neighbors state that at 8:30 


o'clock young Chapel was reduced to 
a semi-hypnotic state, and from that 


time on until 11:30 o’clock, when the 


officers arrived, the Rev. Spencer and 
three young girls walked and skipped 
around him, waving their arms and 
chanting an outlandish gibberish, Ac- 
cording to the police, when they en- 
tered the room Rev. Spencer suddenly 
stooped over the boy and brought him 
out of his trance. The boy blinked 
his eyes and seemed unaware of his 
surroundings. 

This band of Holy’ Rollers, the 
neighbors state, consists of over a 
dozen men, women and children, who 
foregather nightly at the Key home 
and raise pandemonium with their re- 
ligious revelr?. They become frantic 
with a sort of religious frenzy and 
screach, moan, cry, laugh, sing, dance 
and hop until the early hours of the 
morning. Members, becoming  ex- 
hausted, will drop out of the circle 
only to join it again as soon as they 
have recovered wind and strength. 
Not only do the neighbors object to 
the racket, but they consider’ the 
gatherings decidedly harmful if not im- 
moral. They say that a few nights 
ago the HRollers performed Over a lit- 
tle girl as they did last night over 
young Chapel. 

Call Officers Brannen and Webb 
served the Rev. Spencer and Mr. Kev 
with copies of charges for maintaining 
a public nuisance, and set the trial of 
the case for this afternoon’s session 
of the recorder’s court. 

A few months* ago a band of negro 
Holy Rollers, when being tried on 
a similar charge, suddenly lost their 
mental. balance and utterly beyond the 
control of the officees of .the court. 
stormed, danced a yelled about the 
station house for the space of an hour.

Been Received--Up to This 
Time American Banks Have 
Refused to Make Any Guar- 
antee--What Foreign Banks 
Have Demanded. 


An agreement relative to the guar- 
an.eeing of bills of lading on cotton 
shipped from the United States to Bu-| 
rope has been reached by the _ joint 


committee of Amerfcan and European 
bankers now gathered in Liverpool, ac- 
cording to private cable dispatches re- 
ceived in ‘the city yesterday. The 
terms of the agreement have not as 
yet been ascertained. The details of zshe 
agreement are said to have already 
been given 10 the’press, and are hourly 
es to reach the United States. 

he European bankers, it will be re- 
membered, have demanded that buyers 
of American foreign exchange guaran- 
tee the genuineness of bills of lading 
issued against ail cotton shipped from 
the United States. They have not 
asked, as has been stated,that Amer- 
can banks guarantee the delivery, 
grade and weight of the cotton. They 
ask simply that the banks guarantee 
that the cotton has really been deliv- 
ered to the carrier, and that a good 
bill of lading has. been issued 
against it. 

Up to this time the American banks 
fave refused to muke any such guar- 
antee, the na.ional banks declaring 
that it was impossible, according to 
the terms of their charters, for them 
to do sa, while other banks, have de- 
clined on the ground that such guar- 
antees are out of their province. 

Have Come te Terms. 

It now appears, however, that fthe 
ommittee of American bankers sent 
to England to meéet a committee of 
European bankers for the purpose of 
reaching an agreement in the matter 
have succeeded in coming to terms 
With the representatives of the Eu- 
ropean banks. The terms of the agree-

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MADDENED BOAR TERRORIZES 


PEOPLE ON 


MARIETTA ST. 


After gnawing off a cow’s leg and 
causing five hundred persons to rush 
panic-stricken into their homes as 
it went raving mad through a mile of 
streets, a large boar hog was shot 
to death under the residence of 
Thomas A. Chapman, 58 Bradley ave- 
nue, yesterday afternoon. 

The boar on its wild rampage bit 
no person nor animal except the cow, 
so far as the police learned, but sev- 
eral men were knocked down by the 
pork, and a mother snatched her baby 
from its pathway just in time. 

Cow Bitten, Then Killed. 

None of the people who sought 
shelter from the .mad boar could tell 
the name of its owner. The cow was 
attacked on a vacant lot near the Ex- 
position cotton mills. #efore the poor 
animal could escape, the hog fastened 
its teeth in her hind leg and_ tore 
the flesh to the bone. It was later put 
to death. a. 

After attacking. the. cow, the hog 
ran up Mariettw street and burst 
through a erowd of surprised men, 
several being thrown from their feet. 
The men started to give chase, not 
thinking the Hog mad, but the boar 
turmed and showing its tushes, caused 
the pursuers to seek shelter in double- 
quick order. 

On up Marietta street the hog went, 
women and children flying into their 


homes and closing the doors. Turn- 
ing into Hampton street, the boar 
rushed to Bradley avenue, turné@ the 
corner and went up that thoroughfare. 

At 62 Bradley avenue the hog saw 
Mrs. Ernest Chapman standing in her 
yard and started for her, She dashed 
up the steps and out of the way, and 
the hog went on through her back- 
yard. 

Narrow Escape for Baby. 


Through an open gate the hog 
plunged into the back yard of the 
residence of Thomas A. Chapman, 58 
Bradley avenue. D. W. Martin was in 
the garden repairing a fence. The 
mad hog ran between his legs as Mr. 
Martin attempted to hit it with a 
hatchet he held in his hand. 

Turning about in the yard, the hog 
dashed by the back steps as Mrs. Chap.- 
man seized her little baby daughter 
who was at play and would have been 
attacked had Mrs. Chapman not acted 
so quickly. 

The hog ran under the house and 
Seemed exhausted. Police Call Offi. 
cers Barfield and Roberts had been 


sent out on motorcycies to the scene|the man 


and arrived at the Chapman home 

shortly after the child was rescued.

Cincinnati, October 12.—In by far the 
most important session that it has held 
thus far the house of bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal convention here 
this afternoon not only reversed its 
decision of a few days ago, when it re- 
to pass an amendment to the 


constitution of the church providing 
for suffragan bishops, but shortly 
after creating the hew suffragan bish- 
ops passed a resolution calling for a 
committee to investigate faith healing 
by means of prayer or suggestion. 

The Question of Suffragan Bishops. 

The suffragan bishop question had 
come before the house of bishops last 
week after the jouse of deputies had 
adopted it. The vote at that time was 
close. Today it was brought up again 
as a special order of business and was 
adopted after an interesting debate by 
a vote of 60 to 31. It required 53 votes 
to carry the measure. Owing to the 
fact that the house of deputies had 
adopted the amendment, it now be- 
comes a law. ; 

The leading argument in “favor of 
“the measure was put forward by 
Bfshop Greer, of New York. Bishop Mac- 
kay Smith, of Pennsylvania, was also @ 
strong advocate of the amendment. It 
was unofficially announced by both 
the New York and Pennsylvania dele- 
gations that suffragan bishops for 
those two states will be appointed in 
the near future. 

Prayers for Healing the Sick. 

This action is probably the most im. 
portant yet taken by the convention, 
but it did not create the stir among 
the delegates that was felt when it 
Was announced that the house of 
bishops had passed a resolution calling 
for a committee to investigate unction 
to the sick for the sake of healing 
purposes rather than for spiritual! 
needs. This is the resolution that was 
defeated in the house of deputfes yes- 
terday by a non-concurrence of or- 
ders, the resolution being adopted by 
the clerica! division, but beaten by the 
laity.

Trouble -for Roosevelt 
Ticket in New York. 


Alleging His Party Loyalty Has 
Been Questioned, Barnes, the 


“Old Guard” Leader, Resigns 
as State Committeeman—He 
Led Fight Against Roosevelt. 


New York, October 12.—The resigna- 
tion of William Barnes, Jr., the Albany 
“old guard” leader, from the state com- 
mittee, was the big event in republi- 
ean circles here today. State Chair- 
man Prentice, and Henry L. Stimson, 
the nominee for governor, acknowl- 
edged that the Albany committeeman’s 
action was a surprise. 

Prentice Makes Denial. 

Immediately after having received 
Mr. Barnes’ letter of resignation say- 
ing that the failure to reappoint him 
on the executive committee indicated 
either that his services were no longer 
useful] or that he was “faithless’’ to 
the republican ticket, Chairman Pren- 
tice issued a statement disclaiming 
both of those suppositions. 

No aetion was taken today regard- 
ing the selection of a successor of Mr. 


Barnes. 
Mr. Barnes lied the fight against the 
selection of Colonel Roosevelt as tem- 


porary chairman of the republican 
state convention at Saratoga. 
What Barnes Says. 

In his letter Mr. Barnes says: 

“In reading the list of the .mem- 
bers of the executive committee of the 
state committee announced by you this 
morning, I find that my name is not 
among the humber. 

“The mere fact of membership in the 
new executive cOmmittee is entirely 
unimportant, but after having served 
as a member of that committee ever 
since | was first elected to the state 
committee in 1892, the omission involves 
the inevitable conclusion that your 
action was caused either by your be- 
lief that my services would not be 
useful, or that I was faithless to the 
republican ticket.

Chattanooga Tenn., October 12.— 
General Charies H. Grosvenor, of Ohio, 
delivered the annual oration before 
the Society of the Army of the Cum- 
berland and the survivors of Wilder's 
brigade tonight at the council cham- 
ber of the municipal building. 

General Grosvenor said it was time 
to quit waving the “bloody shirt;” 
that America was for Americans, fig- 
uratively speaking; the war was over; 
the southern soldier fought for the 
principles he believed to be right; he 
did the best he could, and that one 
in studying the history of the war, 
should not stop at Appomattox, but 
follow up the deeds and achievements 
of the southern man as he builded up 
a nation, from desolation and ruin. 

General Grosvenor began by speak- 
ing of the dwindling ranks in blue as 
the years go by. He paid a splendid 
tribute to the American soldier, his 
valor, his courage and his determina- 
tion to fight for the cause he believe 
to be just. He also alluded to today 
as being the day upon which America 
was discovered, just what year he did

Paris, October 12.—The strike of the 
railroad men, which threatens to 
spread throughout the length and 
breadth of France, was @enounced to- 
day by Premier Briand as “an insur- 
rection purely, built upon criminal 


' foundations.”’ 


The premier declared that the strike 
was called while negotiations were go- 
ing on through himself and minister 
of public works, for an adjustment’ of 
grievances and he promised that. the 
instigators of the strike would be 
criminally prosecuted. 

Seine Savior of Paris. 

The river Seine, which in January, 
threatened to destroy Paris, now looms 
up in the role of savior. The govern- 
ment has made arrangements to rush 
food supplies to Paris from Tesia, re- 
quisitioning all tugs, boats and barges 
to meet the crisis brought about by the 
stoppage of the railway service and 
ease the food market which is already 
hard hit. 

The employees of the Eastern and 
the Paris, Lyons and Mediterranean 
railways have not yet, to any appre- 
ciably extent, responded to the leaders’ 
call to strike, and the government’s 
weapon of mobilization has induced 
some of those employed on the north- 
ern road to return to their posts. 
Northern and western railroads are 
prostrated. 

Call to Colors Ignored. ‘ 

The call] to the colors has been ig- 
nored by the large majority, and at 
mass meetings held today, the strikers

S RECOGNIZED 


Revolution in Portugal

Lisbon, October 12.—The provisional 
government has received a telegram 
from President Comtesse, of Switzer- 
land, announcing that government's 
recognition of the Portuguese republic. 

The British minister, Sir Francis H, 
Villeries, today handed the premier a 
note, stating that Great Britain would 
recognize the republic as soon as it 
was convinced that the revolution was 
absolutely ended and. affairs in Portu- 
gal. were in a norma) state. 

The government has issued a de- 
cree ‘granting general amnesty to all 
military and naval offenders. The 
patriarch of Lisbon, Monsignor Tonti, 
it is announced, has signified his al- 
legiance to the new regime. 

Senor Teixeira Sousa, leader of the 
regenerator party, is organizing a 
new party which wil] accept republican 
institutions. 

Convent Treasures Seized. 

The huge iron safe containing the 
treasure of Quelhas convent, which re- 
verts to the government, have been 
placed in the Bank of Portugal. 

A commission composed of officials 
of the ministry of finance has been ap- 
pointed to make an inventory of the 
royal palaces and decide what proper- 
ty belongs to the king personally. This 
commission will also investigate the 
outstanding debts of the members of 
the royal family. 

Jose Belvas, the new 
finance, in an interview today, said 
‘that one of the first acts of the gov- 
ernment would be to impose obligatory 
secular education. At the same time 
the republicans would fully recognize 
liberty of conscience. They did not 
care to destroy religious sentiment, 
but only would obligate the priests to 
confine themselves to spiritual mat- 
ters. 

Woman Suffrage for Portugal. 

President Braga, favors the estab. 
lishment of woman suffrage in 
Portugal. He reiterated yesterday 
the provisional government's In- 
tention of administeri affairs only 
until it is able to aand over contro! 
to a. properly elected assembly. He 
added that the assembly would be elect- 
e@d by the universal suffrage and he 
Saw no reason why women should not 
vote as well as men, they being equally 
interested in the nation’s well being.

Ceremonies Will Geeur 
in Savannah Nov, 22. 


Hon. Randolph Anderson, of 
Savannah, Was in Atlanta 
Yesterday and He Gave Out 
Statement About the Unveil- 
ing of the Statue. 


The statue of General James Ogle- 
 therse is to be unveiled in Savannah 
'on November 22, and will be the oc- 
'easion for a military and naval demon- 
| stration, in which Hon, James Bryce, 
the British ambassador; a detachment 
from the ‘regular army, national guard 
-of Georgia, vessels of the 
States and British navies will 
| part, in the event plans tentatively 
agreed upon with Hon. J. Randolph 


Anderson, chairman of the monument 
commission are carried through. 


Mr. Anderson was in Atlanta yes- 


_terday en route home from Washing- 
| ton, where he went to arrange for the 


participation of the federal and Brit- 
ish governments. He announces that 
Ambassador Bryce wi!l be present if 
he returns from England in time; 
otherwise, Councillor Alfred Mitchell 
Innes, of the British embassy. 

. One feature of the arrangements is 
incomplete, and that is a lineal de- 
scendant of Genera] Oglethorpe under 
twelve years of age, who is wanted to 
pull the string releasing the covering 
and exposing the statue to view. Mr. 
Anderson feels sure there is one in 
Atlanta or one who formerly lived in 


Atlanta. 
Two Regiments to Attend. 
After conference with Governor 
Brown, Adjutant General A. J. Scott 
and Major George H. Richter, of Sa- 
vannah, it was agreed to send two reg- 
iments of the national guard of Geor- 
gia to the Savannah celebration if the 
funds can be secured. An act passed 
by the legislature at its last session 
provided for the partieipation of the 
state of Georgia in this event to honor 

the memory of Georgia’s founder. 

The financial question involved in 
the transportation and maintenance of 
the troops for four or five days is a 
serious one, and it is probable that 
only two regiments wil! go. Adju- 
tant General. Scott estimates that it 
will cost not less than $10,000 to send 
two regiments. 

The national government will be rep- 
resented by two battalions of the Sev- 
enteenth infantry, stationed at Fort 
McPherson; a squadron of cavalry 
from Fort Oglethorpe, and three com- 
panies of coast artillery from Fort 
Screven. Mr. Anderson and Major 
Richter had a conferénce Wednesday 
afternoon with General A. L. Mills, in 
command of the department of the 
gulf, in regard to the participation 
of the federal troops. 

The Oglethorpe monument was de- 
signed by French. The state of Geor- 
‘Sia gave $15,000 toward its erection, 
the city of Savunnah $15,000, ang pa- 
triotic societies raised $8,000, the mon- 
ument costing in a‘) $38,000. 

An elaborate scheme of entertain- 
ment for the visitors and distinguished 
fuests who will attend the unveiling 
has been arranged by Savannah. An 
effort will be made to have the grand 
prize automobile race run about the 
same time, instead of 9n November 12. 

Mr. Anderson Talks. 

Mr. Anderson, in speaking 
coming’ event, said: 

“We intend to make the ceremonies 
attendant upon the unveiling and the 
celebration incident thereto surpass 
anything of the kind ever before at- 
tempted in the south. °- Savan- 
nah intends to do herself 
in honoring the founder of the 
colony of Georgia, and we are anxious 
that the state meet us half way That 
is Why we are asking the governor to 
mobilize all of the state troops at 
Savannah on that oecasion. The state 
owes it to herself to go the ‘limit in 
this matter. 

“The festivities incident to the un- 
veiling will cover three days and they 
Wil! be replete with entertainment for 
the participants and the visitors. of 
whom we expect thousands.

A canon for the regulation of suf- 
fragan bishops was adopted by the 
house of bishops which gives these 
bishops an equa] vote in the conven- 
tion with regular bishops. 


Army and Navy Chaplains. 

A departure from the routine oc- 
curred at the morning sessionedf the 
house of bishops when a petition from 
fourteen chaplains of the army and 
navy of the United States was fre- 
ceived asking that the nature of their 
work be considered as a* special de- 
partment in the work of the church. 
The petition asked that the body that 
they represent be created into a spe- 
cial jurisdiction which will include 
chaplains of the military and navy 
reservations, on ships and at insular 
points. After a lengthy discussion the 
house of bishops appointed a commit- 
tee to investigate the idea and to re- 
port back at some future time during 
the present convention. In case fa- 
vorable action is taken on the petition 
the jurisdiction will be represented in 
the convention by a bishop to be known 
as the bishop of the army and navy 
and a delegate to the house of deputies. 

A’commission was appointed to re- 
vise the translation into Spanish of the 
Book of Common Prayer. The com- 
mission consists of Bishops Brent, of 
the Philippines; Van Buren, of Porto 
Rico; Aves, of Mexico, and Knight, of 
Cuba. Competent linguists will act 
with the commission. 

Bishop Cheshire, of North Dakota, 
and Bishop Johnson, of Los Angei-s 
took their seats in the house of bish- 
ops today for the first time. A mes-: 
sage of sympathy was sent to Bishop 
Atwell, of Kansas City, who is serious- 
ly ill at a local hotel. 

The Bible the Word of God. 

The house of deputies today put it- 
self squarely on record by a unani- 
mous vote, as believing in the Bible 
as the word of God, thus making offi- 
cia] declaration that the statement to 
the contrary, made in the course o 
debate last Saturday by the Rev. A. A. 
Morrison, of Portland, Ore., did not 
represent the sentiment of the church 
as a whole. 

The matter was brought before the 
,convention by the Rev. Dr. Winches- 


| 


ter, of Memphis, Tenn. Dr. Winchester 
offered a resolution declaring that 
“the house places itself on record as 
declaring that the holy scripturcs are 
beyond doubt accepted bv the church 
as the word of Almighty God.” 

“It is time,” said Dr. Winchester, 
“to protest against the charge? that 
we do not believe the Bible is the 
word. of God, a charge that is being 
thrown at us from all parts of the 
country. I beg this house to send out 
the word and banish all doubts on this 
point. If this is not true, there is no 
place in this-church for me.” 

The Rev. James Houston Ecclesion, 
of Baltimore, proposed as a sub-reso- 
lution that the secretary of th: con- 
vention shall publish in all the daily 
papers of Cincinnati the eighth article 
of the constitution of the church. 

William R. Butler, of Mauch Chunk, 
Pa.. a lay deputy, made a van at- 
tempt to have the whole matter laid 
on the table. 

Amid cries of “question” 
resolution was adopted by 
mous vote. 

Vvhen asked afterwards how he had 
voted, the Rev. Dr. Morrison, hose 
declaration that the Bible is no: the 
word of God, started the discussion, 
said: .

Pensions for Aged Clergymen. 

Pensions for aged clergymen were 
urged in a report made by Rev. Dr. 
J. J. Wilkins, dean of St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral, Los Angeles, Cal., and general 
secretary of the $5,000,000 clergy relief 
fund. He read figures showing that 
the average Salary of Episcopalian 
clergymen in cities of 25,000 and over 
is $1,202 a year. 

Of the work dore in raising money 
during the two years of his service, 
Dr. Wilkins said the average had been 
$250 a day, nothing to be ashamed of, 
but woefully inadequate for the pur- 
pose. He cited the fact that thirty 
millionaires of New York hed en- 
dowed a theater. and asked if tuere 
were not in.the whole church ni the 
United States 100 members who wou'd 
give $10,000.000 as a fund for the pen- 
sioning of the aged and worn-out min- 
ister of the church. 

“Let it be done,” he said, “that we 
may no longer have the spectacle of 
these men finishing out their lives as 
peripatetic sellers of books or solic- 
itors of life insurance.”

“You Confederate soldiers did not be- 
lieve that you were compelled to stay 
in the union.. Lee, Jackson, Calhoun 
and other great men of the _ south 
stood upon that question. They did 
what they believed to be right. They 
saw the constitution as it was adopted 
without the clause, ‘an indissoluble 
union of indissoluble states.’ Who is 
here to call them criminals? Certainly 
not I. 

“Personally, I do not believe the 
cause to have been sufficient to have 
caused war. But if Lee and Jacks )n 
had no ground common in law or poli- 
tics, how shall we be against them? 
They had the same claim to stani 
upon that we have, what they be- 
lieved to be right. There was not a 
provision in the federal constitution 
by which the union of states could 
have been legally perpetual. 

Greatest Soldier of the South, 

“A few days ago I stood in tne ro- 
tunda of the capitol] at Washington 
and saw the statue of -General Lee in 
the hall of fame. As I looked at him 
—the very impersonation of a soidier— 
I thought ‘he is the greatest soldier of 
the south,’ as they say. I had read of 
the greatest Americans and studied of 
them. The more I stood and looked at 
military figure I can say to my com- 
rades of the G. A. R. we licked the 
best man of them all. I am proud we 
came out ahead after ftghting such 
great men and honest men. But 
right here let me say, let this war 
business stop. We are a race of Amer- 
icans. The past is in the past.” 


Do Things Without Law. 


The General said he believed the 
most important consideration that con- 
cerned the American people today was 
that “they think ahead of the law- 
making power.” They do things with- 
out law. He also believed that limhi- 
tations of repeal should have been 
placeg in the constitution. 

General Grosvenor concluded 
masterly address by saying: 

“Studying the history of the rebel- 
lion don’t stop at Appomattox. Study 
what the south has done since then; 
the straight movement ‘they have made 
through times of reconstruction anl 
other depragsing periods.”

Address to Planters. 


'Recounting Losses in Former 
Years, Mr. Barrett Calls Upon 
Farmers to Borrow Money, if 
Necessa ry; in Order to Hold 


Crops. 


Union City, Ga., October 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Urging farmers not to sacrifice 
their cotton by rushing it On the mar- 
ket, President Charles 8. Barrett to- 
day issued the following statement: 

It has been for a number of years 
the practice among southern farmers, 
either throug; ignorance or indebted- 
ness, te sacrifice larger or smaller 
portions of the financial returns for 
their cotton to which the real value 
of the staple entitled them. 

Rushing the staple upon the market 
the moment it left the ginnery, regard- 
less of the range of prices, they have 
been paid in whatever figure was rul- 
ing at that particular time, without 
reference to the bona fide laws of 
supply and demand. 

In itself, the custom is 
a factor for depressing

to estimate the loss to 
farmer from this source since the civil 
war alone. 

And when you speak of a loss to the 
southern farmer, you mean also a less 
to the southern business man and to 
every channel 
we'fare of the man of the acres af- 
fects also the 
man, woman and child in Dixie. 


Same Old Bluader Repeated. 


Farmers of the southern states are 
this vear in danger of repeating the 
old blunder. In a great many locali- 
ties the tendency to hold cotton for a 
price commensurate with its worth is 
noticeable. 

But in a few other localities the 
fiber is being rushed on the buyers, 
wiih the inevitable resuit that 
wherever this occurs the price sags 
downward and the grower is not re- 
ceiving the figure that represents the 
va'ue of the staple to the world of 
consumption. 

I do not insist that the farmer hold 
his cotton where his debts are of a very 
pressing nature, and where he can 
liquidate them in no other way than by 
disposing of his product. But I do dp- 
sire to impress upon his mind the de- 
sirability, in justice to himself and his 
family, of making an honest effort to 
borrow sufficient money to tide over 
his immediate obligations, to the end 
of keeping his cotton well in hand un- 
til the market responds to the bona 
fide value of the staple. 

In a great many tewns in the south 
we have made this possible through 
our warehouse system. Each year the 
system makes greater strides and en- 
ables us tg extend accommodation to a 
larger number of members. 


Warehouse System the Remedy. 


I look eventualiy for a system of 
bonded warehouses, under control of 
our people, to so pern.eate the cotton 
belt that the smallest as well as the 
largest farmer will be enabled to hold 
his cotton without prejudice to his 
pressing obligations. We have found, 


' in several states, that where the staple 
' jis placed 
' cured, 


in a Warehouse properly se- 
is little difficulty in bor- 
rowing upon it all the emergency 
money needed for its owners. 

Where farmers cannot have access to 
one of these warehouses or where con- 
ditions are such that they find it im- 
practicable to obtain loans on their 
product, I advise that they sell as 
little of the staple as possible—just 
enough to pay off the debts that may 
be pressing for settlement. The re- 
mainder should be held until such 
time as it can be disposed of at a 
figure in 
civilization. 

You can be very sure of the fact 
that if you do not secure the price 
your cotton really is worth, some 
other factor will do so. Most likely it 
will be the speculator, and if net the 
speculator, it will be the mill, and if 
not the mill, then the middleman be- 
tween the mills and the ultimate con- 
sumer. 

You will save nothing to the world 
by sacrificing the cotten you have 
brought forth with so much effort and 
application. But you will lose a good 
deal to yourself, your family and to 
the south, 

ft urge that at this particular sea- 
son, while the necessity of marketing 
cotton in a scientific instead of a hap- 
hazard way, is shown clearly to your 
intelligence, that you take steps to 
encourage the organization everywhere 
of the warehouse system. 

This is a feature of cooperation in 
the work of the Farmers’ Union which 
is bound to return a most instantane- 
ous harvest. It also presents to the 
farmer that first lesson in business 
which he must jJearn in common with 
every other American in whatever 
walk of life situated.

MUCH WORSE 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT IN PEN 


THAN HANGING 


Chicago, October 12.—Life impris- 
onment in the penitentiary was de- 
clared by Judge Mareus Kavanaugh to 
be a more terrible punishment than 
hanging. The jurist, in a remarkabie 
opinion handed down in sentencing 
Joseph Welcome to life imprisinment 
for murder, contrasted death witt the 
tortured soul of a life convict in his 
solitary cell, and told the prisoner 
that it is not correct to regard the 
death penalty as the most punishment 
that can be inflicted. 

Welcome pleaded guilty to having 
murdered Mrs. Mary McLean on March 
2, 1919, in a boarding house she 
conducted. The prisoner changed his 
plea from “not guilty,” after eight ju- 
rors were chosen. It was shown that 
he forced his wife to become a “white 
siave’” and shot her for refusing to 
give him money. Mrs. McLean was 
shot and killed while attempting .o 
save Mrs. Welcome. 

In sentencing Welcome, Judge Kava- 
naugh said: 

“Welcome, you committed a 


terrible

crime. Your punishment is to be m re 
terrible still. 3 

“The instinctive unreasoning horror 
of mankind regz-ds the :eath sentence 
as a severe punishment. This ‘jdea® is 
not true. You are now to receive 
a 6terner punishment. Your victim 
died but once. You will die a hundred 
times; you will suffer more the day 
vou put on your prison clothes than 
she did in her death. After that there 
will be only the hopeless, pain:.u! 
years from day to day, from month to 
month, stretching out forever and in 
agony. 

“In four of five years the eternal.soi- 
itude and silence will begin to crush 
in upon you like an iron weight. You 
hear that street car bell ringing in the 
street as it passes now. You will re- 
member it in after years as the most 
exquisite music. It will mean hurry- 
ing crowds ‘hat go where they live 
and do as they please; it will mean ae 
greatest of all pleasures-——freedom. 

“You can only dream of it by day 
and by night, and your dream will be 
torture unspeakable.”

FERCE THRUSTS. 
~AT ROOSEVELT 


By Judge Alton Parker 
of New York. 


Parker Says Roosevelt Is Pre- 
paring Deceitful Statement 
About 1912 to Save New 
York Ticket—Alleges Roose- 
velt Wants to Mexicanize the 
United States. 


New York, October 12.—Alton B. 
Parker gave out an interview here 
on the state campaign and Theodore 


Roosevelt. He said in part: 

“I am informed that Mr. Roo evel: 
has been advised by his friends that 
in this state the tide has set in 80 
strongly against his new nationalism 
with himself as the steward of the 
public welfare in 1912 and thence on 
for the balance of his life, that he 
can only hope to save the situation 
for himself and his ticket by announce- 
ment that he will not be a candidate 
in 1912, and further, that he has agreed 
to make such a statement within the 
next two or three days. _ 

Roosevelt Candidate for 1912. 


“There can be no. doubt of the fact 
of his candidacy in the mind of any 
man who has watched his course, 
carefully read his speeches, and noted 
his almost brutal treatment of Pres- 
ident Taft. From my knowledge of 
and experience with him I have no 
hesitation in’ saying that while the 
assurance will be given by him that 
he will not be a candidate in 1912 his 
purpose is to deceive the people of this 
state in the hope that they will elect 
his ticket. That done, he will accept 
the result as a command by the peo- 
ple of the state that he be its candi- 
date. Then, with the political ma- 
chine under his control nothing can 
prevent him from securing the dele- 
gates from this state. There is one 
sure way, and only one way, to avoid 
Mexicanizing this country—and that 
is to defeat his ticket now.’ 

Dix Hammers Roosevelt. 

Thomson, N. Y., October 12.—Plant- 
ing himself squarely upon the plat- 
form, adopted by the Rochester state 
convention, John A. Dix today formal- 
ly accepted the nomination as the can- 
didate of the democratic party for 
governor of New York.

WRITES HOT CARD = 


Answers Criticisms of 


James G. Woodward. 


Denounces Statement, Credited 
to Mr. Woodward, that Amer- 
ican National Bank Got Near- 
ly All the Bonds as “Foulest 
Lie That Ever Fell from Hu- 
man Lips.” — 


The warmest public statement dur- 


ing the mayoralty campaign 


from the pen of Mayor Robert F. Mad- 


dox, 
pay his respects to James G. Wood- 
ward, candidate for mayor, and Mr. 
Maddox wades into the subject matter 
in his usual vigorous manner. 

He denounces as the “foulest lie 
that ever fell from human lips,” a 
statement which Mr. Woodward is 
said to have made in his courthouse 
speech last week about the American 
National bank and the city bonds, He 
refers to Mr. Woodward’s conduct 
when mayor and to some of his esca- 
pades when he left the city to attend 
public gatherings. 

Mayor Maddox’s Statement. 

Mr. Maddox’s statement, which 
be read with no little interest, 
follows: 

“I have heard of the slanderous 
charges Mr. Woodward has made in his 
recent speeches against me and against 
my administration, put ..f hardly 
thought until now that they were 
worthy of notice. 

“It was hoped that after the deci- 
sive election two years ago Atlanta 
would be spared the unpleasant noto- 
riety of having Mr. Woodward and his 
campaign methods forced upon the 
city at this time. 

“A few weeks ago he was pleading 
for this campaign to be conducted 
upon a high plane, but it is not sur- 
prising to the people of Atlanta that 
he is unable to conduct a campaign 
along any such lines. Without resort- 
ing to slander he is without ammuni- 
tion; but I feel sure that his methods 
will be as strongly rebuked on October 
21 as they were overwhelmingly de- 
nounced by the ballots of the people 
of Atlanta two years ago. 

“Im a speech a few days ago he is 
reported to have said: ‘Mr. Maddox 
says his election cost him $27,000.’ 
This is untrue. I never said anything 
of the kind, for my election did not 
cost me $27,000 nor one-tenth of that 
amount. 

“In his desperation, and seeing an-

Fought Bond Issue. 


“After doing all he could to defeat 
the recent bond election, which never- 
theless resulted in a Vote of 8,475 for 
the bonds and only 66 against these 
needed improvements, he is now boast- 
ing of how he would spend the money, 
if elected, and is also attempting to 
criticise the general council and bond 
commission by saying that the bonds 
were sold too low, ett The sale of 
those bonds was more, extensively. ad- 
vertised than any ether bonds -ever 
sold by Atlanta. They were adver- 
tiseq for 30 days in The Atlanta Con- 
Stitution, Atlanta Journal, Atlanta 
Georgian, Manufacturers’ Record (Bal- 
timore), The Financial Chronicle (New 
York), The Daily Bond Buyer (New 
York), The News Bureau (Boston), In- 
dustrial Index (Columbus, Ga.), and 
The Financial Age (New York). In 
addition to this, several hundred cir- 
culars were mailed to brokers, insur- 
ance companies, trust companies and 
bond buyers throughout the United 
States. I also wrote personal letters to 
the leading bankers all over the coun- 
try, soliciting their co-operation in 
this sale. ' , 

“The bids were received in open 
competition by the finance committee, 
in open meeting, at 12 o'clock on June 
1, and personal representatives of 
many out-of-town houses were here; 
and when all the bids had been opened, 
it- was found that Hilsman & Co., of 
Atlanta, who had made a speciality of 
Georgia municip&kl bonds, had made 
the highest bid, and they were awarded 
the $625,000 of bonds at a premium of 
$8,812.50. To all citizens familiar with 
such matters and the condition of the 
bond market at the time, this sale was 
regarded as a most excellent one, 
and I was personally very proud of 
it, for I had just read !n The Financial 
Chronicle—the oldest financial paper 
in the country—in its issue of May 23, 
just three days before our bids were 
opened, the following: 

“‘Our leading municipalities are 
finding increasing difficulty in dispos- 
ing of their new bond issues. We re- 
ferred last week to the inability of 
the city of Philadelphia to float a loan 
of $8,000,000 bearing 4 per cent in- 
terest and having thirty years to run. 
There were only seven scattered bids 
for an aggregate of no more than 
$821,000. This week the city of Baliti- 
more had a similar experience. It 
offered $2,400,000 fifty-year 4 per cent 
stock, exempt from city and. state 
taxes, and got bids for only $245,000 
at par or better. Chicago failed on 
Wednesday to place even $500,000 4s, 
though the bonds had only a short 
time to run, namely, three years. The 
highest bid for these 4%s was 99.078. 
No award was made pending an inves- 
tigation to determine whether the city 
can legally sell bonds be'ow par. Port- 
land, Ore., on Monday of this week 
invited proposals for $1,000,000 twenty- 
five-year 4s, but received only one bid, 
91.55, which was, of course, rejected. 
To whatever cause we attribute the 
difficulty in floating municipal bond 
issues, the fact itself is one of the sig- 
nificant features of the times.’ 

Sale of Bonds. 


“The general council and. bond com- 
mission, knowing that it would re- 
quire some time to have all the de- 
tailed plans and specifications drawn 
for these several proposed improve- 
ments, and that it would take time for 
purchasing sites, letting contracts, etc., 
very wisely decided to seil only a 
small part of the $3,000,000 of bonds, 
and at this sale only advertised ones 
fifth of the issue. The remainder will 
be sold as fast as the work can pro- 
gress, and so far there has been no 
unnecessary delay. 

“It has now beea but four months 
since the bond money was available, 
and since that time the lots for all the

It was at Sioux Falls, 
that Mr. Roosevelt made his principa!

The following extracts are taken from 
the Associated Press report of his 


speech: 

With the present tariff, made by 
same methods as its predecessor 
as that predecessor's predecessor, 
is grave dissatisfaction. The people 
know that there are some things in 
it which are not right, and, therefore, 
they tend to suspect the—as I think 
—more numerous things in it which 
are right. They know the syste on 
which it was made, the same system 
on which its predecessors Were made, 
encourages a scramble of selfish in- 
terests to which the all-important 
general interests of the public is nec- 
essarily more or less subordinated. 

The tariff ought to be a material 
issue and not a moral issue; but if 
instead of a square deal we gel 
a crooked deal, then it becomes very 
emphaticaily a moral issue. 

When Mr. Roosevelt returned to 
New York and printed his: speech in 
the Outlook, September 17, he inserted 
these words: “Tl think the present 
tariff is better than the last and con- 
siderab!y better than the one 
the last.””. He did not this 
western audiences.

Canadian and other treaties, in accord- 
ance therewith: the inauguration of the 
policy of providing for a disinterested 
revision of tariff schedules through a 
high-class commission - of experts, 
which will treat each schedule purely 
on its own merits. with a view both 
to protecting the consumer from ex- 
cessive prices and to securing the 
American producer, and especially the 
American wage-worker, what will rep- 
resent the difference of cost in pro- 
duction here as compared with the 
cost of production in countries where 
labor is ‘less liberally rewarded, 

The text of the Syracuse and Sarr 
toga speeches in no way supports Mr. 
Roosevelt's assertion that he said there 
“exactiv what I said” in the west, 

The Saratoga platform which » Mr. 
Roosevelt now seeks to repudiate was 
framed by a committee that he as 
temporary chairman appointed after 
he threw four delegates off the com- 
mittee who were politically objection- 
able to; him. The platform declares 
that “the Payne tariff law reduce l 
the average rate of duty 11 per cent,” 
and that “advances in the cost of liv- 
ing are only the local reflection ofa 
tendency that is world-wide and can 
not be truthfully said to be due to the 
present tariff.” 

After this platform was adopted Mr. 
Roosevelt made a speech to the Na- 
tional Republican League in Carnegie 
Hal! in which he said: 

There never was held in New York 
a convention more emphatically a peo- 
ple’s convention..

ment are of supreme interest to every 
American banker, as well as to cotton 
dealers, since the agreement must be 
ratified by American as well as Eu- 
ropean banks before it becomes ef- 
fective. 

The matter is one of particular in- 
terest on account of the fact that the 
date set for the change of the sys- 
tem in handling the cotton shipped 
from this country to Europe, and in 
case the agreement now reached 
proves satisfactory to either American 
or European bankers there is a strong 
probability of considerable confusion 
in the handiing of the south’s staple 
crop. 

A Most Momentous Quetsion. 

In fact, should the agreement prove 
unsatisfactory, how the cotton crop 
would be handled would become at 
once a most momentous question. The 
European bankers have threatened not 
to honor bills of lading until the cot- 
ton is actually delivered to the Eu- 
ropean buyers. unless some arrange- 
ments are made, and were they to at- 
tempt to put this threat into effect, 


it is pointed out that most serious 
consequences would follow. The south, 
it is said, would be wholly unable to 
finance the crop under such conditions, 
especially with so short a notice as 
the present nearness of November 1 
would give. - 

Trouble along this line, however, is 
little feared. The representatives of 
the American bankers now in England 
understand thoroughly, it is said, just 
what American bankers are. willing 
to do, while the representatives of 
the European institutions are equally 
well informed. Thig* being the case, 
it is thought that there is little prob- 
ability of the agreement now reached 
not being acceptable to all parties 
concerned.

The 
physician has taken up his headquar- 
ters at the capitol as head of the 
Alabama Department of the Rockefel- 
ler Hookworm Commission, and is 
throwing out lines which are aimed 
with the end in view of permanently 
ridding the state of the life-sapping 
pest. 

Dr. Dinsmore is one of the most 
promising physicians in the state, and 
is declared by thé department of. 
health to be thoroughly capable of 
Killing the parasite, if he is at all 
vulnerable.

IN NEW BUILDING 


Custodian Seal Begins the Re- 
moval of Furniture From 


Old Postoffice. 


Assistant Custo@lan of federal build- 
ings in Atlanta, U. 8. Seal, busied him- 
self yesterday with the removal of the 
internal revenue department’s furni- 
ture and records from theold building 
into the new home. Chief Suber de- 
stroyed, yesterday and the day before, 
all old papers bearing a date previous 
to the year 1910, and it was a great 
batch the flames consumed. Chief 
Suber’s offices are on the same floor 
as are Collector of Internal Revenue 
Jackson's, but his main offices are on 
the Poplar street side of the building. 

It will require almost all day to 
complete the removal of the revenue 
department, after whichthe records of 
the postoffice department will be 
placed in the hands of the moving 
force. After the records and furni- 
ture of the postoffice have been re- 
moved there will be liftle work to trans- 
fer Postmaster MeKee and his force, as 
the incoming mails, after the trans- 
fer shall have been made, will be 
handled in the new building, 
just as they now g0 into the old 
building. No effort will be made toa 
move the district court’s belongings 
until after the present term of the 
criminal branch of that court shall 
have been announced, and that will] be 
several days yet. 

So far, Collector Jackson has not de- 
termined upon a date for a “formal 
opening,” and will not until after evy- 
ery section of the government's prop- 
erty shall have been .transferred and 
the new structure has been cleansed of 
all debris incident to the removal. He 
says he will not invite the public to 
inspect the new building throughout 
until it is in perfect shape.

Hitchcock Says in aFew 
Months There Will Be 
No Deficit. 


Washington, OctoDer 12-——‘Before the 
close of another fiscal year the federal 
postal establishment will begin being 
This will be accom- 
plished without curtailing in the 
slightest the service rendered or les- 
sening in any respect its efficiency.” 

This statement was made by 
Postmaster General Hitchcok in con- 
nection with the announcement that 
today he had submitted to the treas- 
ury department, five days in advance 
of the time fixed by law, his estimates 
of appropriations for the postoffice 
department and the posta] service dur- 
ing the fiscal year beginning July 1. 

During the last fiscal year, ended 
June 30 last, Mr. Hitchcock turned 
back into the treasury about $6,000,- 
000 out of the actual appropriations 
made by congress for the support of 
the department. The deficit of the de- 
partment for that year was less than 
for many years, being reduced. by ap- 
proximately one-half from the deficit 
of $17,000,000 of the year before. “%t 
is the expectation of Mr. Hitchcock 
further to reduce the deficit during 
the present fiscal year. 

Mr. Hitchcock explained that while 
the business of the postal service had 
grown tremendously during the last 
two years, the expenses of the post- 
office department in Washington, 
charged with the management of the 
fast government establishment with its 
200,000 employees, had not been in- 
creased a single dollar since the be- 
ginning of the present administration. 

With the postal service able to pay 
its own way, Mr. Hitchcock is con- 
vinced that “penny postage” for first- 
class letters is not the “iridescent 
dream’’ it has been déclared. Indeed, 
he is almost prepared to assert that 
l-cent postage now is in sight as a 
practical business proposition.

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R. E. DAVIDSON FILES BOND . 
AND TAKES OFFICE SOON 


R. E. Davidson, of Greene county, 
recently elected as prison commis- 
sioner to succeed G. R. Hutchens, the 
present chairman of the commission, 
will take office within the next few 


days. 

Mr. Davidson has already filed his 
bond with the governor and an- 
nounced that he is ready to assume the 
duties of the office. 

There has been some confusion about 
when the term of office of Mr. Hutch- 
ens expired, and Attorney General Hall 
has been appealed to for an opinion 
on the matter. He has not yet sub- 
mitted his opinion, but it is believed 
he will hold according to the precedent 
established by Attorney General Hart 
when Captain Wiley Williams was 
elected to succeed Commissioner Tom 
Eason. 

In that case Judge Hart held that 
Mr. Williams was entitled to take 
office as s00pn as the result of the 
state election was officially declared 
by the secretary of state. This course 
was followed, it being entirely agree- 
able to Commissioner Eason, as he 
was not a candidate for re-election. 

The secretary of state is now fo6n- 
solidating the returns of the \répent 
state election and will announc® the 
result within a day or two. When he 
does Mr. Davidson will immediately be 
sworn in. 

The law governing the election and 
qualification of a candidate for gov- 
ernor differs from that provided for a 
prison commissioner. The governor is 
elected for two years and the prison 
commissioner for six years. Formerly 
when the legisiature met in October 
immediately following the state elec- 
tion, the newly’ elected governor and 
other executive and legislative offi- 
cers were immediately sworn in. When 
the time for holdin the legislative 
session was changed to the summer 
the term of the governor was extend- 


ed, and with his the terms of other 
executive officers whose election is 
canvassed and announced by the gen- 
eral assembly. These officers are the 
secretary of state, the state treasurer, 
attorney general, comptroller general, 
who are provided for in the State con- 
stitution. 

A different rule holds with regard 
to the commissioner of agriculture, the 
railroad commissioners and the prison 
commissioners. Both railroad commis- 
sioners and prison commissioners are 
elected for a term of six years, three 
times that of the gxovernor. These 
officers are legislative officers cre- 
ated by the legislature, andtheir terms 
have been fixed by the legislature.

President Lehman Speaks to 
Convention of Christian

Topeka, Kan, October 12.—Factions 
in the Christian churches, now in na- 
tional convention here, are aligning 
for a struggle tomorrow over the 
basic principles of the church organi- 
gation.
